A WOMAN who tried to claim £750,000 in 
compensation by pretending that she had 
been left severely disabled after tripping on 
a paving slab has been given a three-month 
jail sentence. 

Barbara Fari, 60, said that she needed intensive 
care and help from her husband following the fall 
outside her home in Lightfoot Road, Hornsey. 

And she tried to claim £750,000 from Homes for 
Haringey as a result. 

But at a hearing in October last year a judge ruled 
that Fari’s injuries should have generated only about 
£1,500 in compensation and threw out her case, say¬ 
ing that she had tried to deceive the court. 

As a result, Haringey Council and Homes for 
Haringey took legal action against Fari, who was 
found guilty of contempt of court. 

And at the High Court on Friday she was 
sentenced to three months in prison and told to pay 
costs of £100,000. 

She will be jailed by the end of this month unless 
she lodges an appeal. 

Her husband. Piper Fari, was sentenced to two 
months in prison, suspended for 12 months, after 
also being found guilty of contempt of court. 

Fari’s trial last month heard how medical experts 
agreed they had been misled about her original claims 
and that the extent of her disabilities were bogus. 

They said that her injuries were merely the 
aggravation of an existing condition and would have 
lasted no more than three months. 

Her husband had claimed that he was unable to 
work as he was forced to look after Fari full time. 

Haringey Council leader Claire Kober welcomed 
the prison sentence. 

She said: “We will never sit back and let dishonest 
people cost the taxpayer hundreds of thousands of 
pounds through false and overblown claims. 

“Where we suspect wrongdoing, we will always 
investigate and press for the strongest penalties. 

“The sentence handed down to Mr and Mrs Fari 
should be a stark warning to anyone tempted to 
exaggerate a personal injury claim faces time 
behind bars.”

Breach of safety rules: The Woodberry Grove care home

A CARE HOME manager who did not 
call an ambulance for a 99-year-old 
woman with a broken leg for five days 
escaped a jail sentence last week. 

Shyla Reddy, 61, former manager of 
the Woodberry Grove Residential Care 
Home, in Wellington Road, Bush Hill 


Park, was given a six-month suspended 
prison sentence. 

She had pleaded guilty at Wood Green 
Crown Court on October 22 to breaches 
of the Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974 and was sentenced last Wednesday 
when she was also ordered to pay 
£3,000 towards Enfield Council’s costs 
as well as a £120 victim surcharge. 

The court heard that Lydia Riddler had 


sustained a fractured leg after she had 
been lifted badly and possibly dropped 
by a member of staff on April 6, 2011. 

But an ambulance was not called until 
April 11 when Mrs Riddler’s daughter 
noticed the injury and insisted that her 
mother received urgent medical care. 

Mrs Riddler died in hospital 15 days 
after she had been admitted. 

The court also heard that her records 


had been tampered with subsequently, 
specifically to cover up the delay and 
the fact that the care home manager had 
instructed staff about what to say to the 
police investigating the matter. 

Reddy, of Arlington Road, Southgate, 
claimed during the trial that she knew 
nothing about Mrs Riddler’s injuries, or 
the cover-up. She pleaded guilty on the 
limited grounds that she should have 
done more to find out how Mrs Riddler 
was when she discovered that a member 
of her staff might have caused the injury. 

Cabinet member for environment Chris 
Bond said: “This crime showed a cal¬ 
lous disregard for the safety of a vulner¬ 
able elderly person who must have been 
in excruciating pain. We expect employ¬ 
ees of a care home to be trustworthy, 
reliable individuals, who treat their 
charges with dignity and consideration.” 

Cabinet member for adult services, 
care and health Don McGowan added: 
“We will not tolerate people who think 
it is appropriate to abuse the sick and 
elderly and will do everything we can to 
bring these individuals to justice.”

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New figures 
spark fears 
over winter 
crisis in A&E

WAITING time figures released yester¬ 
day for patients using emergency 
services have raised fears that units in 
Enfield and Barnet will be stretched to 
breaking point this winter. 

A report on A&E services by the 
London Assembly’s Health Committee 
has found that the Barnet and Chase 
Farm NHS Hospitals Trust missed its 
target of treating 95 per cent of A&E 
patients within four hours in 45 weeks 
out of 52 during the past 12 months. 

The trust, which administers Chase 
Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
and Barnet Hospital, in Wellhouse Lane, 
High Barnet, was the fifth worst per¬ 
forming in London, treating 91 per cent 
of patients within four hours on average. 

North Middlesex University Hospital, 
in Sterling Way, Edmonton, fared better, 


ranking 12th out of 22, missing the 
target during 29 weeks and treating on 
average of 94 per cent of A&E patients 
within four hours. 

The figures have increased fears of an 
emergency crisis at North Middlesex 
and Barnet after the A&E unit at Chase 
Farm shuts next month. 

Kieran McGregor, of the Save Chase 
Farm campaign, said: “Barnet and 
Chase Farm is widely missing A&E 
targets at a time when it is closing one 
of its facilities. Their argument that by 
closing one A&E it will increase capac¬ 
ity across other sites is ludicrous. 

“Back in 2008 we said that population 
growth would increase demand and our 
worst fears have come true. They have 
to keep the Chase Farm A&E open and 
go back to the drawing board.” 

Under the BEH Clinical Strategy, 
maternity and inpatient paediatric ser¬ 
vices will move from Chase Farm next 


Wednesday and the A&E department 
will shut on December 9. 

After those dates, patients will have to 
go to North Mid or Barnet, where ser¬ 
vices are being expanded. 

Both trusts - Barnet and Chase Farm 
and North Mid - say that A&E perfor¬ 
mance will improve after the reconfigu¬ 
ration. Barnet and Chase Farm say that 
there are currently nine consultants in 
post, five at Barnet and four at Chase 
Farm. After the move all the consultants 
will be based at Barnet Hospital. 

A spokesman for North Mid said: 
“We have recruited nurses and doctors 


ready for the expansion. We are expand¬ 
ing our service and cover on a daily 
basis in the build-up to the transfer 
when we will be running at full capacity 
from December 9.” 

In September, the Department of 
Health allocated £3.8million to North 
Mid and £5.1m to be shared across 
Barnet and Chase Farm to prepare for 
winter pressures. 

Campaigners from the North East 
London Council of Action are expected 
to stage an occupation of Chase 
Farm tomorrow in protest against 
the closures. 


Joy for Over 50s 
Forum in bid to 
stop 0844 calls 


A PENSIONERS’ pressure 
group is claiming a victory 
against the use of costly 
premium rate phone lines by 
GP surgeries in Enfield. 

The Enfield Over 50s Forum 
has had a long-running 
campaign against practices 
using a pricey 0844 number for 
which patients are charged up 
to 44p a minute while booking 
an appointment or requesting 
test results. 

Monty Meth, the forum’s life 
president, paid tribute to 
members who had been 
lobbying up to 13 practices to 
stop using the numbers. 

He said: “It has taken us six 
years to stop those GP 
practices that were in effect 
charging patients to make 
an appointment, which is in 
clear breach of the NHS 
principles which say health 
services should be universally 
available and free at the point 
of contact.” 

Last week it was reported 
that government departments 
have also been profiteering 
from premium-rate telephone 
numbers, including the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions, and HMRC. 

MPs from the Public 
Accounts committee criticised 
the use of the numbers, 
saying taxpayers were being 
“ripped off’.

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Over-50s want rise 


in health

CAMPAIGNERS have started a petition urging 
the government to increase the level of healthcare 
funding which Enfield receives. 

Enfield Over-5 Os Forum, which lobbies decision 
makers on issues affecting the elderly, is petition¬ 
ing Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt to increase 
public health funding allocated to the borough. 

It also wants Mr Hunt to raise the level of 
funding available to the Enfield Clinical 
Commissioning Group, the body responsible for 
commissioning community and hospital care. 

Monty Meth, life president of the forum, said: 
“Enfield gets £36 a head in public health funding, 
compared with a £128 for Westminster, for 
example. Our borough has always been under¬ 
funded and it is high time this is addressed.” 

Since April, local authorities have taken charge 
of a number of additional responsibilities previ¬ 
ously administered by the NHS, including drug 
services, sexual health and health checks. 

Enfield Council is receiving £11.8million over 
2013/14, but has a funding target of £50 a head, 
which means it would need approximately £18m. 

Currently the authority receives £36 per head, 
compared to £126 for Kensington & Chelsea, in 
west London. Neighbouring boroughs Haringey 
and Barnet get £62 and £35 per head respectively. 

Mr Meth said that since the forum launched the 
petition at the save Chase Farm demonstration in 
Enfield three weeks ago, 4,000 people had signed 
online and in GP surgeries across the borough. 

He added: “Our hospital trust is in deficit, and 
we believe there is every justification for Enfield 
to also get an increase in CCG funding, as we 


funding 



have an ageing and a growing population. 

“With all the reorganisation going on in the 
health service, there is an opportunity to address 
the health inequalities in Enfield and beyond.” 

Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman of the council’s 
health and wellbeing scrutiny panel, said: “The 
money the CCG receives does not meet demand, 
and commissioners are under pressure to save 
money, which has a knock-on effect on hospital 
finances. The public health allocation is based on 
historic funding levels, but we have a growing 
population. The formula needs to be looked at 
urgently.” 

A Department of Health spokesman said that 
while funding levels were based on what was 
allocated in the past, money was increasingly 
targeted at areas with the worst problems. 

He added: “We have made sure that no local 
authority receives less funding than they spent on 
public health in the past, so that we are ensuring 
they will be able to cover the costs of providing 
public health services for their communities.”

Wanstead, east London, accused of 
the murder of 17-year-old Henry 
Bolombi in Plevna Road on January 
1, 2008. 

Both men are Jamaican nationals 
with no fixed addresses in this 
country. 

The teenager died after being 
stabbed through the chest in the 
early hours of New Year’s Day when 
he was on his way home from a 
night out with friends. 

Nembhard and Graham were 
arrested in January after they had 
been extradited from Jamaica. 

They both deny the charges and 
the trial continues.

New-look store condemned for ignoring local produce 


A FOODY has slammed a revamped 
supermarket run by an ethical 
shopping chain for failing to provide 
any fresh local produce. 

The new-look Co-operative store in 
Lancaster Road, Enfield, reopened 
last Thursday following a £320,000 
facelift after a rat infestation during 
the summer. 

The shop was closed for four 
months and store manager Santhosh 
Subramaniam had pledged the 
supermarket would become a haven 


for food lovers. “The store will be 
packed with great-value, quality 
products and modern and interesting 
meal ideas that, while quick and easy 
to put together, are sure to impress,” 
he said before the reopening. 

However, despite the fact that 
their rivals down the road at Bud- 
gens stock fresh organic produce 
from the market garden at Forty 
Hall, the Co-operative does not 
provide locally-sourced produce. 

Food blogger Anna Carr said she 


was “disappointed” that a company 
that prides itself on ethical and fair¬ 
trade values had ignored the “fantas¬ 
tic produce” lying on the doorstep. 

She told the Advertiser. “I am 
really annoyed. They did a market¬ 
ing campaign that said people in 
Enfield really care about their food. 
They made it sound like it was about 
quality produce and proper cooking, 
but when I walked in the doors last 
week I saw a bank of microwave 
hamburgers and hot dogs.” 


Ms Carr was particularly frus¬ 
trated that the store had so little local 
produce when there is a thriving 
organic garden a mile from the shop. 

“I find it particularly disappoint¬ 
ing because the Co-op have such 
high moral ideals and they are sell¬ 
ing processed food,” added Ms Carr. 

A Co-operative spokeswoman 
confirmed they do not stock local 
produce but that anyone interested 
in supplying the store could contact 
the company on 0800 0686 727. 


Flustered gran goes without 
her shopping after till jams

A HARD-UP woman had to feed 
her grandchildren beans on toast 
after a till error meant she left a 
supermarket without her shopping, 
even though she had paid. 

Kathleen Brown, 61, of Folke¬ 
stone Road, Edmonton, who suffers 
from arthritis in both legs, went 
shopping after her grandchildren 
Paige, six, and Archie, three, had 
arrived for a surprise weekend visit. 

She had bought food and treats at 
Asda in Edmonton Green Shopping 
Centre and had paid a £75 bill with 
her bank card when she said the till 
roll jammed and she was told the 


payment had been declined. 

She said the cashier then wrapped 
up the receipt and did not allow her 
to see it before asking her to try 
again. 

“I had checked with my bank and 
my incapacity benefit had come in, 
so I knew I had enough money in my 
account,” she told the Advertiser. 

“But the shop assistant refused to 
show me the receipt. When I tried 
paying again, my card was 
declined - obviously. 

“The worst thing was she then 
accused me of putting the first 
receipt in my pocket, which I hadn’t. 

“She kept banging her hand on the 
receipt saying my payment had been 
declined. I got worked up and just 


left without my shopping.” 

Having confirmed with her bank 
that the payment had been made, Ms 
Brown returned to the store the fol¬ 
lowing day and received an apology. 

Asda said a system error had 
made it appear as if the first pay¬ 
ment had not gone through. 

A spokesman said: “As soon as the 
store realised there had been an 
error we rectified the issue. 

“Colleagues completed shopping 
on her behalf and presented her with 
a bunch of flowers and a £10 gesture 
of goodwill.” 

Ms Brown accepted Asda had 
tried to rectify the situation but still 
felt aggrieved. “The way I was spo¬ 
ken to was disgusting,” she added.

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Judge deals blow to 
Chase Farm fight 

THE battle for Chase Farm seems to have been 
lost, after a High Court judge threw out Enfield 
Council's legal challenge against the downgrade 
of the hospital. 

But while the authority's legal case may not have 
been strong enough, the case for keeping Chase 
Farm's A&E department open grows by the day. 

A report by the London Assembly published 
this week revealed the extent of London's A&E 
crisis, and shows the extent to which Chase 
Farm, Barnet and North Middlesex are already 
missing waiting time targets - it looks like it 
won't be long until we find out how the hospitals 
will cope without Chase Farm's A&E. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt is driving 
through closures of emergency departments 
across London to drive down costs. There is often 
a clinical argument, but it is always tied to money. 

Keeping Chase Farm's A&E unit open under 
current levels of funding may be impossible. The 
solution is simple - the government needs to 
increase funding.Austerity should not be applied 
to a health service which is at breaking point. 

Fresh food gold mine 

ENFIELD sits on the very edge of London. Look 
north and you see the rolling fields of 
Hertfordshire. And right beneath our feet green 
fingered entrepreneurs are growing organic veg¬ 
etables - in one fell swoop targeting the twin 
looming dangers of obesity and rising food prices. 

As the cost of a shopping basket continues to soar 
does a self-styled ethical company like the Co-oper¬ 
ative not have a duty to do all in its power to provide 
tmly good value fresh produce to its shoppers? 

If supermarkets actually engaged with local 
farmers and producers by paying a fair price for 
home-grown veg then the residents of Enfield 
could eat nutrient dense food plucked from the 
earth just a few miles from their doorstep. 

Why should we settle for second rate mass- 
produced goods when we are sitting on a gold 
mine of fresh food?

Pedestrian 
crossings are 
best solution 

IN response to David Hughes, 
“Replace crossings with 20mph 
speed limit” (Letters, Advertiser, 
October 30). 

Mr Hughes has long been an 
advocate of a 30mph speed limit and 
it has been effective in certain 
places, but replacing all pedestrian 
crossings in favour of a borough¬ 
wide 20mph zone is a step too far. 

His case is weak when he com¬ 
pares the mobility of drivers with 
that of pedestrians with walking 
problems and says it is unfair that 
they will have to walk varying 
distances to a safe crossing place on 
a busy road. 

Mr Hughes believes that 20mph 
will enable pedestrians to cross 
roads at will and at no risk. 

But such a free-for-all involving 
cyclists, motor vehicles and pedes¬ 
trians of all ages and fitness will 
depend on everyone’s judgement to 
negotiate safe passage. 

So, I am not convinced that it will 
be as safe as using a designated 
crossing that stops all traffic and 
gives priority to pedestrians. 

The solution is to keep the cross¬ 
ings and provide more in response 
to local demand.

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Environment Agency: 
we have to poison fish

FISH will be culled in the streams 
of lush woodlands in the north of 
the borough after a government 
body decreed that a non-native 
species living in waterways must 
be eradicated. 

The Environment Agency will be 
pouring the fish poison Rotenone 
into the Wildwood Estate lake and 
Cuffley Brook in a bid to wipe out 
the topmouth gudgeon fish - which 
they have called the “most poten¬ 
tially damaging non-native fish 
species in western Europe”. 

The poison, which the agency 
insists is harmless to humans, will 
kill all the fish and officers will 
then restock the waters with only 
native species. 

But environmental campaigner 
Jill Simpson, who runs The Village 
Wholefood Store in Forty Hill, is 
concerned that the focus on exter¬ 
minating of the fish will be at the 
detriment to the overall biodiversity 
of the waterways around Enfield. 

Speaking to the Advertiser before 
the planned cull on Monday, she 
said: “These fish are very, very small 
and so the problem is that they’re a 
great food source for kingfishers.” 

She is worried that kingfishers’ 
main source of food will be cut off. 

“It looks as if this course of 


action is protecting recreational 
fishing over and above our biodiver¬ 
sity,” she added. 

“Sometimes we have to look at 
the good non-native species do, for 
example the zebra mussel. It is dan¬ 
gerous to native species, but in certain 
environments it cleans the water.” 

However, despite the nature 
lover’s concerns, the Environment 
Agency insists it has no choice. 

A spokeswoman said: “It is very 
sad for us to have to kill native fish, 
along with the topmouth gudgeon, 
but we have to protect the long-term 
future of our native species. 

“Topmouth gudgeon are 
extremely difficult to get rid of by 
other means. Using nets to catch 
them, electric fishing, or transfer¬ 
ring other fish out of the brook 
before the culling takes place, is too 
risky as topmouth fry, which can be 
the size of an eyelash, can be hidden 
away in the mouths and gills of 
other fish and get accidentally 
transferred to other waters. 

“Culling all the fish is the only 
real guarantee that the topmouth 
gudgeon can be removed completely. 
And, while it was a tough decision to 
make, we believe this is the right 
thing to do.” 

The agency also stressed that fish 
owners should never tip unwanted 
pet fish into waterways as it can 
wreak havoc on natural habitats.

Government 
to investigate 
M25 accidents

THE government has announced a 
full investigation into the recent 
spate of horrific traffic accidents on 
the M25. 

Following a week of carnage on 
a stretch of the motorway where 
roadworks are taking place, Enfield 
North MP Nick de Bois appealed 
in the House of Commons for the 
government to take action before 
the stretch of road between 
junctions 23 and 25 becomes an 
accident blackspot. 

In a bid to halt the rising death 
toll on the stretch of the motorway 
in Hertfordshire, Mr de Bois 
referred to a week in which four 
serious crashes on the road resulted 
in the death of a 60-year-old lorry 
driver and injuries to four workers. 

He asked Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin: “Will the 
secretary of state urgently investi¬ 
gate the causes of those accidents, 
which might include the road man¬ 
agement measures during the road 
expansion works, and let me know 
what he finds as soon as possible?” 

Although it is the duty of the 
Highways Agency to investigate all 
serious road accidents rather than 
the government, Mr McLoughlin 
offered his support in seeking answers.

He told the Commons: “My 
honourable friend has already writ¬ 
ten to me about this issue and 
brought my attention to those 
appalling incidents that caused the 
death, as well as incredible disrup¬ 
tion to his area. 

He added: “I want a full investiga¬ 
tion into whether the points he has 
raised had any bearings on those 
accidents.” 

The parliamentary exchange 
comes after prominent local author¬ 
ity chiefs slammed the Highways 
Agency’s ongoing roadworks on the 
stretch of motorway, suggesting 
that the lack of a hard shoulder 
jeopardised recovery attempts by 
the emergency services. 

A spokesman from the Highways 
Agency said that an investigation 
into the accidents was under way 
andb added: “In light of ongoing 
investigations it would not be appro¬ 
priate to comment further.” 
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MP is backing 
tougher terms 
for dog attacks

A DOG-LOVING MP who has 
campaigned for responsible owner¬ 
ship has welcomed a new law which 
will see tougher sentences for own¬ 
ers of dangerous dogs. 

Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes has repeatedly called for 
the law to place less emphasis on 
dangerous breeds and instead focus 
on giving better education to all 
dog owners. 

The new legislation will see 
owners of whose animals kill 
handed sentences more in line 
with people who are found 
guilty of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving, meaning they 
could spend up to 14 years 
in prison. 

The amendment to the 
Anti-social Behaviour, 

Crime and Policing Bill 
is set to be presented to 
the House of Lords 
before becoming law. 

It will also include 
legislation to clamp down 
on owners whose dogs 
attack people in their home 


- which it is hoped will provide 
protection for postmen and other 
workers. And it will also contain 
specific guidance on punishing dog 
owners whose animals attack assis¬ 
tance dogs. 

Mr Burrowes added: “I welcome 
the news that the government is 
increasing the maximum jail term 
for irresponsible dog owners. 

“I believe it is important that the 
dog owners are held accountable for 
the dog’s actions and punishment 
should be proportionate to the 
potential impact that a dog attack 
can have. 

“This is especially true on 
attacks which happen to assis¬ 
tance dogs, such as guide dogs. 
“The impact that this can 
have on the assisted 
person can be cata¬ 
strophic and I fully 
believe that this 
should be reflected 
and emphasised when 
the amendment to the 
Anti-social Behaviour, 
Crime and Policing Bill 
is presented during 
the Lords committee 
stage.”

Rallying round to 
save old oak tree 

Decay threatens 800-year-old ‘natural monument’

A DISEASED 800-year-old tree which is 
threatening to topple over is being treated by 
experts this week. 

The Minchenden Oak, which is more than 18 
metres tall and close to a number of homes, is 
situated in Minchenden Oak Gardens in 
Waterfall Road, Southgate. 

Tree surgeons have assessed the condition of 
the tree, which pre-dates the Magna Carta of 
1215, and decided to try to treat the internal 
decay with a slow-releasing chemical which 
should help to encourage root growth. 

The experts are also planning to remove some 
of the heavier limbs to prevent the oak from 
falling over. 

The site, which was created as a garden of 
remembrance by Southgate Borough Council in 
1934, will be closed to the public while the 
work is carried out. 

Cabinet member for environment Chris Bond 
said: “Enfield Council has carried out extensive 
works over the years to protect and nurture 
this historic oak but it has now become apparent 
that we need to take further steps to protect 
this tree and prevent it from falling over, 
potentially endangering people and property near 
this structure. 

“Our primary objective is to save this fantastic 
natural monument. Doing nothing is not an 
option because unless we take decisive action, 
this historic and much-loved tree will fall over.

“If that were to happen, then it would cause 
extensive damage to the park and potentially 
damage nearby homes. 

“The action we are proposing, while drastic, 
gives the tree a good chance of recovery and 
means that future generations can enjoy it for 
years to come.”

Not enough schools: Campaigner 
Gonul Daniels says parents are 
forced to drive children to school 
because of the distance involved

A PILOT scheme which could see people fined 
for dropping off their kids at the school 
gates has been slammed as creating “a no-win 
situation for parents” by an influential group. 

The scheme means that number plate recog¬ 
nition readers, which are typically used to slap 
fines on drivers flouting the rules of the road, 
could be set up around school gates in the 
borough to catch out parents lingering over 
dropping their children off at school. 

While the technology is only being tested for 
the time being, if the scheme is rolled out 
borough-wide then the council will use it to 
clamp down on congestion around schools 

But Gonul Daniels, who is part of the South 
West Enfield Action Trust lobby group, 
believes that it is the local authority which 
is partly to blame for gridlocked roads 
around schools. 

“The traffic congestion is a direct result of the 
local authority’s policies,” she told the 
Advertiser. “Enfield has not created enough 
schools in the borough, forcing us to drive 
children to school. 

“We wouldn’t have to drive in the first place 
if there were enough school places because, 
really, children should be walking.” 

Mrs Daniels, who campaigns for local school 
places for local children, along with her col¬ 
leagues in the South West Enfield Action Trust, 
agrees with the council that school traffic 
should be curbed and parents and children 
should be encouraged to walk to school. 

“For example, in Walker School, in 
Southgate, you have parents who are trying to 
exploit the system,” she said. 

“They rent for a short period of time on the 
doorstep, then they move away again, so it is 
more likely they would be driving their children 
to school - meaning local parents, who could 
walk the short distance and have always lived 
nearby, don’t get a look-in.” 

“It really is a no-win situation for parents,” 
Mrs Daniels insisted. 

An Enfield Council spokeswoman said: “If 
the pilot scheme is successful, these cameras 
could be deployed as part of wider efforts to 
tackle irresponsible parking around our schools 
and reduce the number of deaths and serious 
injuries on our roads.”

Keeping energy 
prices down to 
help the lowest 
paid could boost 
the economy 


A S winter approaches 
the hot political topic 
of energy costs will 
inflame millions of consumers. 

Although for some the 
choice is between heating and 
eating, most families exist at 
budgetary margins where 
Mr Micawber’s principle 
holds true. 

Charles Dickens’ character 
said: “Annual income twenty 
pounds, annual expenditure 
twenty pounds nought and six, 
result - misery.” 

Increasing fuel bills means 
more misery for millions and 
any interventions that can be 
made should be. 

If you suggest that cheap 
energy risks extravagance, remember that 
affluence, not poverty, feeds climate change. 

Keeping energy prices down to help 
the lowest paid will not increase carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

Actually, putting a little more disposable 
income in the hands of the least well-off 
would do more to stimulate sustainable 
growth in GDP than inflating house 
prices and “rewarding” bankers and 
chief executives. 

Keeping energy bills manageable could 
achieve a double whammy, so, what can 
be done? 

The government’s answer is to make 
“switching” easier. I’ve tried. Firstly, 
involuntarily, as my ethical energy provider 
was swallowed up by a company which, 
through a series of aggressive takeovers, 
became part of the big six monopoly. 


My second attempt achieved savings in the 
first year followed by a ludicrous price rise 
once the introductory offer expired. 

This year I signed up to The Big London 
Energy Switch. Enfield is one of 23 councils 
London wide to participate in this collective 
action to keep costs low by auctioning a mega 
contract to the cheapest energy provider. 

The next auction is on Tuesday and for 
more information visit www.biglondon 
energyswitch.org.uk. I’m optimistic that 
being one of thousands of voices will exert 
downward pressure on prices. 

Better still, Enfield Council, in partnership 
with British Gas, is currently making 
thousands of council homes energy efficient, 
not only reducing bills for the poorest 
households but also creating local 
apprenticeships and jobs. That’s what I call 
sustainable intervention.

Government has to take 
harsh measures to help 
return country to growth 


W E have been living beyond our means. 

The baby boomer generation has spent 
its inheritance, increased its disposable 
income by remortgaging properties and buying 
homes to rent with negligible deposits and inter¬ 
est-only mortgages and is enjoying pensions paid 
for by future generations. 

To make matters worse, so have nations’ 
governments, which have borrowed to their 
sustainable capacity - and some beyond. 

The return to normality can be achieved either 
with a bump (as in Greece) or with an attempted 
soft landing (as in the UK). 

That soft landing, however, involves wages 
falling in real terms and a rising cost of living, 
with increasing food and fuel prices and childcare 
costs. The tax take has reduced, but incomes are 
being squeezed. 

The Labour Party is making great play about 
this, presenting it as a government failure. 

This is not a failure. It is a necessary means of 
returning the country to economic growth, 


increasing employment and repaying debt. How¬ 
ever, this is not a popular message for the gov¬ 
ernment to deliver. 

The Office for National Statistics recently 
examined the financial circumstances of 
households over the period 1977 to 2011. 

It revealed the average disposable income of a 
working-age household at today’s prices doubled 
over 35 years. 

It revealed that pensioners have progressively 
become better off, but families with children have 
fared less well. 

In 1977, households with children made up 
more than half of the population’s middle-income 
band. Presently, it is less than a third. 

However, pensioners, who in 1977 accounted 
for only nine per cent of the middle band, now 
make up 31 per cent in 2011. 

The challenge for the government and for 
Enfield Council is therefore to focus services on 
where they are most needed, to reduce their costs 
and reduce the tax burden.

Although he was able to find another job ten months 
later, Mr Sujan wanted to use his personal experience 
to help others struggling to get work, so he launched the 
project in 2011. 

He said: “There are so many brilliant and smart kids in 
Enfield and if we don’t help these kids now they will 
become a lost generation, and that is a very sad thought.” 

In July, the scheme raised £11,000 from a cricket match 
which resulted in two young adults and a man in his 50s 
getting back into employment. 

One of those was 20-year-old Tinashe Mahachi, who 
found work at Carrington Home Appliances, in Bounces 
Road, Edmonton, as a trainee engineer. 

Mr Mahachi was looking for a part-time job while he 
studied at college and it took Skills for Life just one week 
to find him work. 

He said: “Without Skills for Life, I would still be sitting 
at home [playing] on my Xbox with no job. 

“I would seriously recommend any unemployed young 
person to get involved with the scheme.” 

The project is self-funded, mainly by Mr Sujan, so events 
such as this Friday’s golf tournament allow it to continue 
working within the community. 

The target is to have 72 players taking part in an 18-hole 
stableford competition and places are still available. 

Entry to the competition costs £75, which includes a 
round of golf and a three-course dinner.

No need to panic: Andros Townsend is confident that Spurs’ fortunes in front of goal will improve

ANDROS TOWNSEND insists that 
it is only a matter of time before 
Tottenham Hotspur start finding 
the net on a regular basis following 
Sunday’s 1-0 defeat at home to 
Newcastle United. 

Spurs have struggled in front of 
goal of the season in the Premier 
League, and the weekend’s reversal 
means that they have scored just nine 
times in 11 matches in the league. 

However, while Townsend does 
admit that this is a worry, he remains 
confident that it will not be long 
until their fortunes change in front 
of goal. 

“If we are winning 1-0 then we will 
take that because it is three points, 
but if we are losing it is a problem,” 
he said. “We are a relatively new 
side, we are a young side and we are 
still getting to know each other and 
learn each other’s games. Goals will 
come I’m sure of it - hopefully 
sooner rather than later. 

“We have just got to focus on our 
results and in January, February and 
March we will see where it takes us 
and start looking at other results, but 
at the moment it is all about what 
we do.” 

Tottenham’s inability to find the 
net on Sunday was largely down to 
an inspired performance from New¬ 
castle keeper Tim Krul, who was 
named man of the match after mak¬ 
ing a string of spectacular saves. 

And Spurs keeper Brad Friedel 
was full of praise for the efforts of 
his opposite number. 

“Krul was outstanding,” he said. 
“We were very poor, by our stan¬ 
dards, in the first half but we still 
carved out two or three decent 
chances, and he made two great saves 
in the first half. 

“In the second half there were con¬ 
sequences of balls just hitting him or 
him making great saves, and it’s a day 
that he’ll remember I’m sure. 

“As a goalkeeper we’ve all had 
them. He’s had one in this match so 
he is going to go home feeling a mil¬ 
lion dollars, that’s for sure.” 

The contest saw Friedel make his 


first league appearance of the season 
as Hugo Lloris was not medically 
cleared to play after being knocked 
unconscious at Everton the previous 
week - when the Frenchman was 
controversially allowed to stay on 
until the end of the match. 


“Hugo wished me luck, we have a 
really good relationship,” Friedel 
added. “If I play, he really wants me 
to do well. If he plays, I really want 
him to do well. 

“When I signed for Spurs they 
were looking for a long-term number 


one, and they have found a very good 
one. If I need to deputise, I will try to 
do it to the best of my ability.” 

Lloris is however expected to make 
his comeback for France on Friday 
night when they face Ukraine in the 
first leg of their World Cup play-off.

The awards ceremony takes place at Tottenham 
Hotspur’s White Hart Lane ground on Tuesday, 
with the Skolars hoping to emulate their success 
of 2011 when they were named club of the year. 


Boss determined to 
keep hold of Defoe 

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR head coach Andre 
Villas-Boas is adamant that he has no intention 
of selling Jermain Defoe in January despite his 
lack of playing time in the Premier League so far 
this season. 

Despite finding the net on a regular basis in the 
Europa League, the England international striker 
has only started once in the league - otherwise 
being restricted to substitute appearances. 

With the World Cup coming up next year, Defoe 
will be desperate to feature more regularly in order 
to force his way into Roy Hodgson’s England squad 
for the event, and Villas-Boas insists that he will 
have ample opportunities to impress. 

“We are pretty happy with the goals he is pro¬ 
ducing,” Villas-Boas said. “He is on nine goals 
already so it is a great start for him and it doesn’t 
change our perspective regarding his position in 
the team. 

“What has been happening is we’ve given oppor¬ 
tunities for players who have played in the Europa 
League to break into the Premier League team. 

“A couple of them have received a vote of con¬ 
fidence to continue to play and Jermain played in 
the game against West Ham. 

“Obviously everyone wants to play consecu¬ 
tively and get matches in the Premier League, but 
I don’t think he will leave.” 

Defoe continued his fine record in the Europa 
League this season by grabbing a 67th-minute 
penalty in Spurs’ 2-1 victory over FC Sheriff on 
Thursday - becoming Tottenham’s all-time lead¬ 
ing scorer in European football in the process with 
his 23rd goal in continental competition.

What is the Terrific Twos? 

In September 2013 the Government expanded the number 
of free early learning places for some two year olds starting 
the term following their second birthday. The free places will 
be offered through all Children’s Centres with daycare, many 
private day nurseries, pre schools, playgroups and some 
childminders. Each child will be eligible for up to 15 hours a 
week of free early learning sessions. 

The Enfield Terrific Twos is not a universal offer and parents 
will have to satisfy the Terrific Twos criteria in order for their 
two year old to be eligible for a place.
